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On the Waveney. Through the plains of Norfolk’ 
flow the Bure, the Yare and the Waveney, and before 
losing themselves in the sea they turn aside from 
their watery highways and broaden into a series of 
lakes and meres. They are the haunt of innumerable 
wildfowl which afford excellent sport, and are a 
paradise for anglers. 
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
